George Mclvor, western sales man- 
ager for the wheat pool says: “From 
the standpoint of the wheat salesman 
I would desire nothing better than 
than all our wheat in the province of 
Alberta be of the highest grade. It 
is my opinion that the European mill- 
er will always desire to purchase rea- 


sonable quantities of high grade 
Canadian wheat. He must purchase 
this wheat to ive the necessary 


strength to his flour. There is no 
question but that the world at large 
appreciates the quality of our high 
grade wheat, In my opinion anything 
that the growers of this province can 
do in the way of purchasing pure seed 
will be a decided aid to the pool in 
the sale of its wheat to the world’s 
market.”

The budget debate ended on March 
2nd, at 2a.m. The admendment mov- 
ed by Mr, Coote, U.F.A. member for 
Macleod, was rejected by an over- 
whelming majority. Not only did the 
major parties combine against the 
amendment, but the Liberal Progres- 
sive members also voted against It. 


“T think it advisable to say some- 
thing more about the budget and the 
amendment. So far as the tariff {s 
concerned there fs absolutely no re- 
duction whatever. On this matter I 
have nothing to say beyond that the 
people themselves will have to be the 
judges, Were the U.F.A, members 
reasonable or not in expecting the 
Liberal government to reduce the tar- 
iff in view of the declared policy of 
the Liberal party? Or were the U. 
F.A. members not justified In asking 
for a tariff reduction in view of the 
position of the organized farmers on 
that issue? It may well be that the 
Liberal government is right in not 
reducing ft. I must leave that for 
them to explain, but if it is so that 
the tariff as now imposed is the best 
for Canada as a whole, the Liberal 
fovernmént or any other government, 
should frankly state its position, and 
not talk lower tariffs during elections 
while maintaining high tariffs un- | 
touched when in office. That is all 
the criticism of the present govern- 
ment which [ have to make at this 
time. 


Now as to the position of the op- 
position T think the public in general 
should know the attitude. of — that 
party toward the tariff issue and the 
hudget in general as stated by Hon. 
Mr. Guthrie in his budget speech. I 
want to refer to two or three points 
merely for the purpose of showing 
the ground of attack on the budget 
made by the Conservative party and 
to point out what appears to be a 
change of attitude on the part of 
Conservatives in respect of tariffs. 

Hon. Mr. Guthrie drew attention to 
the announced reductions in our na- 
tional debt. According to the ni 
ister of finance, there was a reduc- 
tion of $80,409,000 in 1923; $35,093,000 | 
in 1924; $27,706,000 in 1926; or for’ 
three years alone a total reduction of | 
$94,108,000, Contrary to this, Mr. 
Guthrie pointed out that according to 
the public accounts only $21,000,000 
of a net reduction had actually taken! 
place during the years above given, 


Now who {s right in this matter? 
This will be the question on the lps 
of every reader, I have to answer 
that up to the present, T do not know. 
Hon, Mr, Robb, the minister of fin- 
ance, refused to answer this question 
put to him on the floor of the house 
regarding this while stoutly main- 
taining that Ils figures of reduction 
were correct, So whether or not the 
discrepanoy is due to methods of 
bookkeeping or to a more serious 


cause, IT am unable at the moment to 
say, but intend to find out. 

When the leader of the opposition 
expressed his disapproval of the re- 
ductions made in income tax while 
no corresponding reduction was made 
in general taxation. I quote a part of 
his speech in this connection. “In 
the case of a man with an income of 
$60,000 a year, and there are many 
in that class—the government has 
granted a reduction of $1,107 on in- 
come tax; to the man with an income 
of $40,000 a year there fis a reduction 
of $589; to the man enjoying an in- 
come of $20,000 a year, the govern- 
ment has granted relief to the extent 
of $154; to the man enjoying an in- 
come of $10,000 a year, the reduction 
is $29.00, but to the great mass of the 
people of Canada the reduction {s a 
single dollar on every purchase of 
$100 worth of the necessaries of life,” 
And this reduction of $1.00 to the 
consumer was made on the sales tax. 

Further Mr. Guthrie said that the 
Conservative party objected to the 
principle upon which the reductions 
of taxation had been made. The gov- 
ernment, he declared, had not follow- 
ed the principle of the greatest good 
to the greatest number, but had 
brought down a rich man's budget. 

Of course opinion may differ as to 
the advisability of the government's 
policy in this regard and also as to 
the effects of that policy. The U.F.A. 
opinion will be reflected in the amend- 
ment which that group moved. 

Perhaps the most significant utter- 
ance of the opposition leader was his 
denial that the Conservative policy 
on the tariff was a high tariff policy. 
This denial will be hard to believe 
in the west, so I will quote his exact 
words from Hansard. After having 
congratulated the present govern-: 
ment for the proof of its belief in the 
stability of the protection system as 
reflected in the budget, he declared: 
“We do not advocate the policy of 
high protection which is attributed to 
us by ministers in this government, 
We are not high protectionists; we 
do not seek higher and higher and 
higher protection. Nobody in the 
Conservitive party seeks or desires 
any such thing—we ask for reason- 
able and adequate protection.” and 
Mr. Guthrie indicated thet the bud- 
get of the Liberal party afforded a 
“reasonable and adequate” protection, 

Nevertheless the opposition voted 
against the budget and against our 
amendment. Apparently the Conser: 
vatives agreed with the government 
on its tariff policy, but objected to 
the reduction of income tax and the 
condition of the nations! debt. They 
agreed with the U.IF.A. members on 
the latter two points, but disagreed 
with our demand for tariff reduction 
and so voted against both the govern: 
mont motion and the UNA. amend:
